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‘Southern Pacific Type’ Locomotive Designed 


With Three Cylinders, 4-10-2 Wheel Arrangement and Other New Features 
It Will Be the Most Powerful Single Unit Steam Locomotive 


now having built by the Amer- 

ican Locomotive Company six- 
teen new three-cylinder locomotives, 
known as the Southern Pacific type, 
for use in hauling passenger and 
freight trains over the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, where the maximum grade 
is 2.2 per cent. 

These locomotives are the most 
modern in every respect, embodying 
the latest principles developed in re- 
cent years to increase hauling capacity 
and fuel economy. They will be placed 
in service during the first half of this 
year. 

A step in advance of the mighty 
“2-10-2" and "4-8-2" types, which 
heretofore have been considered the 
most modern development of locomo- 
tive construction, the new Southern 
Pacific type is the most powerful, non- 
articulated, or single unit Jocomotive 
yet designed by mechanical experts. 

it has four leading engine truck 
wheels, ten driving wheels and two 
trailing truck wheels. This arrange- 
ment of the wheels also has given 
the new locomative the designation of 
“410-2” type, 

Increased Efficiency 

Many new features for increasing 
power and fuel economy were worked 
out by Mechanical Engineer F. E. 
Russell and his assistants, under super~ 
vision of George McCormick, general 
superintendent of motive power. 

In fact, Mr, Russell went to Sche- 
nectady, New York, where the main 
plant of the American Locomotive 
Company is located, and worked fer 
several weeks with their mechanical 
experts in perfecting plans for this 
newest class of power for transporta- 
tion service. 

As the Southern Pacific Company is 
the first railroad to have this locamo- 
tive built for its service, the new type 
has been designated as the “Southern 
Pacific.” 

Among the outstanding features of 
the locomotive is a third cylinder 
placed inside the main frames, slight- 
ly above and between the two outside 
cylinders, 

Steam pressure of the boiler is in- 
creased to 225 pounds, or 25 pounds 
above the usual boiler pressure, 

The throttle is located in the super- 
heater smoke box, between the super- 
heater and the main steam cylinders. 
This provides superheated steam for 
operating auxiliaries, such as the air 
compressor, feed water pump, head- 
light generator, oil atomizer and 
blower. 

Steam distribution is controlled by 
the ustal outside valve gear. The 
valve stems of the two outside steam 
chests are extended and are connected 
just ahead of the chests hy a novel 
arrangement of fulcrums and levers 
which operate the valve controlling

steam distribution to the third cylin- 
der. This eliminates the necessity for 
a third valve gear mechanism to op- 
erate the inside cylinder. 

The steam chest valve mechanism 
is so arranged that the maximum cut- 
off is 70 per cent, instead of 85 to 90 
per cent as is the usuat practice. This 
permits use of steam more expansively. 
thus reducing fuel consumption. It 
also produces a greater power output 
at any given cut-off, through the in- 
creased boiler pressure above the 
usual 200 pounds. 

Hauling capacity of the new loco- 
mot duc to the increased tractive 
power and the more uniform pulling 
torque because of the third cylinder, 
is one-fourth greater at 25 miles an 
hour on a 22 per cent grade than 
that of the most powerful locomotive 
now in use by the Southern Pacific 
Company. 

The tender has a capacity for 12,000 
gallons of water and 4,400 gallons of 
fuel oil. Each of the driving whicels 
is 63% inches in diameter, Main 
rods of the outside cylinders propel 
the third pair of driving wheels, while 
the main rod of the inside cylinder 
propels the second pair of driving 
wheels by means of a crank axle. 

The use of the third cylinder, in 
addition to providing increased power 
and economies, has distinct advantages 
in distributing stresses on two driving 
axles with consequent reduction in 
wear and stresses on other mechanical 
parts. 

The diameter of cylinders is con- 
siderably reduced resulting in lighter 
reciprocating parts. This, in conjunc- 


tion with the application of power to 
two driving axles, instead of one, very 
materially improves counter balance 
conditions. Furthermore, with cranks 
being set at 120 degrees instead of 90 
degrees as on two cylinder locomo- 
tives, the combined effect of two coun- 
ter balances on the rail and on the 
locomotive at one time is eliminated. 
All of this results in about one-third 
reduction of stresses set upon road- 
bed and bridges due to counter bal- 
ance, thus enabling railroads to take 
advantage of this reduction in dynamic 
augment by increasing static wheel 
loads. 3 

Each locomotive is 1@1 feet, 1 inch 
in length over all, has a total wheel 
base of 87 feet. 244 inches, and weighs 
682,400 pounds. Maximum tractive 
power is 96,530 pounds. 

In recent years statements frequent- 
jy have been published to the effect 
that. the development of steam loco- 
motives has not kept pace with prog- 
ress in other lines of endeavor. These 
statements have indicated that about 
the only improvement in the railroad 
locomotive has been an increase in 
size, 


Charts Show Progress 

Experts in our Motive Power De- 
partment declare that people making 
such statements evidently were not 
familiar with locomotive engineering. 
The two accompanying charts gra- 
phically depict the great advance in 
locomotive building. 

These show the manner in which 
hauling capacity has been increased in 
the last 30 years, the base line of chart 
one depicting the power at various 
speeds of the ten wheel, or “4-6-0” 
assenger locomotive specially de- 
igned and placed in service 30 years 
ago for hauling the Company's early 
Overland Limited trains between 
Rocklin and Truckee, a distance of 
164 miles of difficult mountain terri- 
tory having maximum grade of 2.2 
per cent. 

Intermediate lines on this chart 
show the constant progress of foco- 
motive development to that of the 
Southern Pacific type, which will be 
used to haul heavy trains of the pres- 
ent era over the difficult Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountain grades. 

This chart shows in detail a com- 
parison of the hauling capacity of 
these two focomotives at various 
speeds. Line “A” shows the net haul- 
ing capacity, or drawbar pull back of 
tender, for the ten wheel type loco- 
motive placed in service in 1895. 
These locomotives were considered the 
very best that could be built for that 
service at the time. They were con- 
structed at the Cooke Plant of the 
American Locomotive Company, 

Line “B” represents the drawbar 
pull at various specds of a plain satur-

ated locomotive with the same weight 
on drivers as the Southern Pacific type 
and having the sate ratio of tractive 
power to adhesive weight as obtained 
on the ten wheel type locomotive rep- 
resented by line “A”. The space be- 
tween lines “A” and “B” shows the 
increase in drawbar pull at various 
speeds that has been accomplished in 
locomotives on account of increase in 
size only. : 

Line “C” shows the increase: in 
hauling capacity at various speeds that 
has been added by the use of super- 
heated steam, instead of saturated 
steam. 
te “D” depicts the manner in 
which the development of the feed 
water heater has given increased power 
at various speeds above that obtained 
through increase in size of locomotives 
and through the use of superheated 
steam, 

Line “E” shows the increased power 
obtained by use of the third cylinder, 
while line “F" shows the hauling 
power of the Southern Pacific type 
locomotive, with its three cylinders 
and with increased boiler pressure and 
7 per cent maximum cut-off. The 
shaded section shows the equivalent 
increase in drawbar pulf due to more 
even pulling torque exerted on driving 
wheels. Added power at lower speeds 
due to use of the auxiliary booster 
engine is shown by line “G". 

_ Chart two especially interesting, 
in that it reveals in an outstanding 
manner the increase in hauling capac- 
ity obtained by the Southera Pacific 
Company in thirty years of improve- 
ment and development of the steam 
locomotive over and above that accom- 
plished by increase in size only. 

’ This increase, it will be noted. 
varies at different speeds of the loco- 
motive, being 57 per cent at five or 
ten miles an hour, 60 per cent at 15 
tuiles an hour, 43 per cent at 20 miles 
pec hour, 51 per cent at 25 miles an 
hour, 75 per cent at 30 miles_an hour 
and 129 per cent at 35 miles an hour. 

In conjunction with this phenomenal 


inerease in hauling capacity, by refine- 
ments in design and use of fuel saving 
devices, a fuel saving of 324 per cent 
is being accomplished, 

_ This means that, with the modern 
improvements, the new locomotive will 
require about one-third less fuel to 
perform the same work as the loco- 
motive of 30 years ago, 
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Interesting comparison of the old 
ten wheel and the new Southern Pa- 
cific type locomotives is shown in the 
tabulation on this page. 

This comparison between the new 
Southern Pacific type and the ten- 
wheel locomotive of 30 years ago 
shows that with an increase of 174 per 
cent in total weight of locomative, we 
have accomplished an increase in trac- 
tive power of 233 per cent and an 
increase in maximum horsepower of 
338 per cent. With an increase of 
maximum static axle load of 70.2 per 
cent, the maximum axle load com- 
bined with dynamic augment at 50 
miles an hour has only been increased 
48.3 per cent.

JONG the new appointments 
A made on the two new divisions, 

New Mexico and Rio Grande, 
and at the El Paso shops, are those of 
Master Car Repairer F. G. Lister, and 
Trainmasters B. H. Horton, J. P. Nash 
and C. B. Eifort. 

Mr. Lister was acting mechanical 
engineer for Southern Pacific at El 
Paso before his appointment as master 
car repairer at the El Paso shops, 
which appointment became effective 
January 1. He started his railroad 
career as an apprentice machinist for 
the Wabash in January, 1901. He was 
later locomotive and car draftsman for 
that tompany and in April, 1906, ac- 
cepted a similar position with the 
Northern Pacific.

with headquarters at Carrizozo, N. M. 
Mr. Horton came to the El Paso & 
Southwestern as an operator in June, 
1910, after having held various posi- 
tions on the Louisville & Nashville 
and the Missouri Pacific since 1908. 
In March, 1912, he was promoted to 
dispatcher and served at Tucumcari, 
Carrizozo and Douglas, the latter part 
of which time he held. the position of 
chief dispatcher, He was serving as 
dispatcher for the Southern Pacific at 
El Paso when appointed trainmaster 
at Carrizozo. 

J. P. Nash, who was appointed train- 
master at Carrizozo when Southern 
Pacific took over operation of the 
former El Paso & Southwestern lines 
November 1, 1924, and whose railroad 
career was outlined in the December 
Bulletin, has been transferred to the 
same position at Tucumcari on the 
New Mexico Division. 

C. B. Eifort, whose appointment as 
trainmaster at Tucumcari was an- 
nounced in last month’s Bulletin, has 
been transferred to the same position 
at Douglas, Ariz. on the Rio Grande 
Division.

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SECOND HAND MATERIAL IS 
ITEM IN S. ALES 


While the principal business of the 
Southern Pacific Company is selling 
transportation, it sells a Jot of other 
things without entering into competi- 
tion with the enterprising merchants 
located along its tines. 

The Purchasing Department buys 
millions of dollars worth of material 
for use in the operation of this great 
railroad and it also sells millions of 
doflars worth of material, most of 
which has served its useful purpose 
and is no longer required and is con- 
verted back into money as soon as 
possible. 

The records of the Material Sales 
Agent show the sales of material for 
the ten years 1915 to 1924 both in- 
clusive were $20,356,866.00. 

Considerable track material is sold 
to various industries, warehouses, etc. 
to build spur tracks into their plants 
to enable them to more conveniently 
handle their incoming and outgoing 
large shipments by rail. 

A large item of saleable material 
consists of second-hand steel rail, 62 
Yb. and under, which is being replaced 
as rapidly as possible in the tracks of 
the Company by heavier rail, made 
necessary by the heavier loads in 
larger and heavier cars hauled by the 
monster locomotives of modern trans- 
portation. 

Most of this rail is sold to large 
lumber mills located on the Southern 
Pacific Hines and is used by them to 
extend theif tracks and small railroads 
farther into the vast forests of the Pa- 
cific Coast to haul logs into their mills 
to be manufactured into railroad ties, 
lumber, etc, which then beconies 
freight for the Company to haul over 
its lines to the various centers of trade 
and commerce. 

Another large item of sales consists 
of old worn out and broken articles 
of steel, iron and other metals that 
have “done their turn on the stage of 
life’ and are designated by the general 
term serap. Practically all the iron 
and steel scrap goes to the several 
large open hearth steel mills that have 
in recent years hecome so prominent 
in the rapidly growing manufacturing 
industrics of the Pacific Coast. In 
these steel mills this scrap with a per- 
centage of new pig iron to restore its 
lost vitality and strength is melted and 
rolled into bars, shapes and other steel 
products and again takes its place in 
the channels of commerce. In addi 
to the scrap sold, the Southern Pacific 
uses large quantities of scrap in its in- 
dustries at Sacramento Shops.

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New Operating Records in 1924 


“Let Us Do It the Best We Know How’’ Is 
Southern Pacifie’s Slogan for the Year 1925

HE record of freight service per- 

formance on the Company’s Pa- 

cific System lines in 1924 is the 
hest in the history of the Company. 
The improvement of 1924 over the 
previous year was greater than usual— 
a splendid accomplishment indeed, for 
the record of 1923 was itself a record 
breaker. 

Operating records established on Pa- 
cific System lines in recent years have 
been of brief duration. Obstacles have 
presented themselves merely to be 
overcome. Operating conditions have 
been a signal for greater individual and 
co-operative effort. With such a spirit 
of perseverance the result is inevitable. 

The accompanying tabulation — re- 
flects performance of the year 1924 
compared with 1923. The principal 
features are: 

(1) Gross train load of 1762 tons. 
an increase of 99 tons or 6.0% over 
that of 1923. About 40 tons or 2.4% 
of this increase represents use of an 
equal percentage of the power afforded 
by heavier locomotives. The balance 
ot 59 tons or 3.6% results from utilizing 
a higher percentage of power produced. 
Both of these items reflect much 
credit upon the service. 

(2) Gross locomotive load of 1,364 
tons, which is 114 tons or 9.1% heavier 
than that attained in previous year. 
Note that the increase in locomotive 
load was 3.1% greater than that of 
train load. This is result of decrease 
in light and helper locomotive miles 
Helping miles per 1,000 train miles 
dropped from 128 in 1923 to 111 in 
1924, a decrease of 13.6%—a further 
indication of the benefits to be derived 
from use of more powerful locomotives. 

(3) Train load of 706 tons of net, 
or paying, freight, an increase of 45 
tons or 6.8%. This is equivalent to an 
increase in two loaded cars per train. 
Earnings per train mile. however, were 
little if any Jarger thau in 1923, as 
average revenue per ton mile decreased 
between five and six per cent. 

(4) Net tons per loaded car in- 
creased 0.6 tons or 2.6%. This repre- 
sents average tons in cars received 
from connections, as well as those 
loaded on Pacific System fines. 

(5) Empty car miles per 100 loaded 


car miles increased 1.7%, due prin- 
cipally to the increasing proportion of 
our tonnage which must be handled in 
refrigerator cars, a large proportion of 
which have to be hauled back empty 
to loading points. 

(6) Ratio of net ton miles to gross 
ton miles increased 0.5 per cent, being 
40.0 in 1924 as against 39.8 in 1923, 
This increase comes from heavier car- 
loads, the effect of which, however, is 
partially offset by increase in relative 
empty car miles, mentioned in No. 5 
above. This figure represents the pro- 
portion of actual revenue-producing 
freight hauled to the total tonnage 
hauled. which includes the weight of 
equipment, both loaded and empty, 
which must be moved to handle the 
business. 

Our President's New Year mes- 
sage, published in January Bulletin, 
contained the following: 

“In 1925 let us beat every record 
and work together to win the public 
by our service and attention, for which 
the people have already shown so 
much appreciation. We honor our- 
selves when we give the public good 
service in its every detail, And the 
business is made up of details, every 
man handling his own part. Let us 
do_it, the best we know how.” 

This is a stirring appeal indeed, 
especially the last sentence, “Let us do 
it the best we know how.” No one 
can do more than that, and no one 
should be satisfied with less. Hence 
our watchword in this year of 1925 
should be: 

“LET US DO IT THE BEST WE 
KNOW HOW.”

Increase or Decrease 
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L. A. DIVISION “MAKES GOOD” 
IN FREIGHT HANDLING 


Station employes on the Los An- 
geles Division have made a good rec- 
ord in the careful and efficient hand- 
ling of freight. During 1924 they 
more than cut in half the number of 
errors and irregularities made in 
freight handling as compared with the 
year previous. In 1923 g total of 1101 
errors were made on the division in 
freight handling, In 1924 this num- 
ber was cut to 486 errors. 

According to C. L. Herbst, Los An- 
geles Local Freight Agent and chair- 
man of the division loss and damage 
committee, this record has been made 
possible largely through the coopera- 
tion and increased interest among em- 
ployes at the Los Angeles freight 
station where the division's largest 
volume of business is handled. 

An indication of the sincere efforts 
being made by employes at this sta- 
tion to maintain the efficient service 
of the Company is expressed in the 
following resolution which was re- 
cently adopted by the employes 
through a committee composed of 
John B. Rough, C. W. Fursdon, Wm.

RESH green vegetables, right 
F from the fields where they are 

grown, are now available to 
winter residents and travelers in the 
western states served by Southern Pa- 
cific. 

Fresh berries, too, may be had vir- 
tually alf the year round, together 
with many western grown fruits. 

The rapid development of winter 
farming in western states served by 
Southern Pacific Lines now is pro- 
ducing a constant supply of fresh 
vegetables, berries and fruits ali the 
year round. 

While farms east of the Rocky 
Mountains are blanketed with snow 
and the moderate temperatures of 
spring are awaited before cultivation 
is begun, those in the West, in ever 
increasing numbers, are producing 
foodstuff in all seasons. 


Winter Farming 


During the last two years the de- 
velopment of winter farming in our 
favored valleys has made almost un- 
believable strides. These winter pro- 
ducts of the West are bringing good 
prices and their fame is spreading 
throughout the country. 

Travelers served in dining cars of 
our trains aid materially in spreading 
the fame of products grown in the 
territory along Southern Pacific lines, 
For this reason unusual care is taken 
to place before them the finest fresh 


foods obtainable, prepared by our fa- 
mous chefs. 

Our buyers are constantly out over 
the territory personaily searching west- 
ern markets for the finest products 
available. In this connection, the 
point may well be emphasized that 
our department is entirely one of serv- 
ive, and not of profit. Dining car fin- 
ancial reports always show a deficit 
and the cars are operated at great ex- 
pense, 2 

We now are buying and serving to 
passengers fresh green peas from the 
Imperial and Pismo valleys that have 
a sugar content not even excelled by 
June peas. The development of win- 
ter peas during the last two years 
truly has been remarkable. 

Western travelers are delighted, too, 
with Kentucky Wonder string beans re- 
ceived from the Indio district, in the 
Coachella Valley, and also from the 
Sacramento Valley. They are tender 
and of fine quality in all respects. 

Lettuce on a par with that grown 
anywhere is being received this win- 
ter from the Guadalupe section, in 
addition to that now famous through- 
out the country from Arizona and the 
Imperial Valley. i 

Exceptionally fine cabbage and cauli- 
flower is being obtained from Oregon. 
The cabbage is firm, tender and sweet, 
Farmers in the Roseburg district have 
developed an excellent variety of 
broccoli (cauliflower). 

The Ogden district in Utah is noted 


for its tender winter celery. The 
winter farmers near Portland, Ore., 
have produced a winter celery that 
well may be compared with that from 
Utah, 

Artichokes are obtained from Half 
Moon Bay, near San Francisco, while 
cucumbers from Imperial Valley tempt 
the traveler. Asparagus is grown in 
the Sacramento delta region. 

Eggplant supplied the diners from 
farms in the Imperial Valtey is large 
and well polished, showing the effects 
of sunshine and moisture. Ranchers 
in the Indio district now are growing 
a species of Spanish onion of a quality 
that can not be excelled. 


Early Berries 


Early berries are received for our 
trains from the Watsonville district 
and also from Los Angeles and the 
Imperial Valley. 

Apples of uniform size are specially 
packed at the orchards in Oregon and 
California for Southern Pacific dining 
cars. Travelers frequently comment 
upon their good flavor. 

Every effort is being made to obtain 
from the different growing districts the 
finest quality grapefruit. Early in the 
season supplies are drawn from the 
Tulare, Riverside and San Bernardino 
districts, followed by those from Ari- 
zona and the Imperial Valley. Excep- 
tionally fine grapefruit now is coming 
from the Yuma district. 

These examples of winter products 
available for use by the public furnish 
concrete evidence of the rapid strides 
in progress being made by our farmers. 

When an eastern resident eats such 
foods on our dining cars in winter and 
learns they are fresh from our ranches 
he can not help but wish he had a 
home out here and his own garden.

ARKED by a two-day celebra- 
M tion arranged by business men 

and civic offic: of Richmond, 
the new San Francisco-Richmond 
ferry service on San Francisco Bay 
was inaugurated January 15. 

Neptune and his court of mermaids 
in the form of twenty bathing beau- 
ties, a band of bold pirates, brown 
gowned monks representing the days 
of the Mis . Indians and other 
characters gaye color to the festivities. 

The celebration opened at Richmond 
Pier at 2 p.m. January 14 as the new 
jerry steamer “New Orleans,” which 
opened the new service. steamed into 
the recently completed ferry slip. 

A crowd_of people from Richmond, 
Berkeley, Oakland, San Francisco and 
neighboring cities was present and 
loudly cheered as the steamer was 
made at the Richmond slip for 
the first time. A 75-millimeter gun, 
wheeled into action from the national 
guard armory for the occasion, thun- 
deted a salute, 


Following a brief inspection of the 
boat by the crowd, the pier was cleared 
and the formal ceremonies opeued. 
From a nearby building came a block- 
leng procession of costumed charac- 
ters. 

At the head of the marchers was 
Neptune, portrayed by H. A. Johnson, 


president of the Richmond Chamber 
of Commerce, in a costume of green. 
He Jed his court and the official party 
directly to the “New Orleans,” and 
both decks of the steamer slowly were 
encircled. 

The procession then marched to the 
street. where Neptune ascended to his 
throne. Here were presented to him 
“Don Sau Francisco,” represented by 
Fenton W. Gresser of the Southern 
Pacific general offices, and ‘Miss Pro- 
gressive Richmond,” represented by 
$s Hazel Vickery. 

Nepttme promptly approved plans 
for the symbolic marriage ceremony 
of Don San Francisco and Miss Rich- 
mond. A wrist watch was used in 
place of the usual ring, it being de- 
clared that “Miss Richmond is a comer 
and will bear watching.” A “rejected 
suitor” who objected to the union 
was promptly turned over to the In- 
dians to be burned at the stake. 

Immediately after the ceremony the 
band of pirates, who in ordinary life 
were members of the Richmond Lions 
Club, took charge and promptly cap- 
tured “Dull Care” and other stuffed 
characters that might hinder the pro- 
gress of Richmond, hanging them high 
above the approach to the ferry ship. 

The visitors then leisurely inspected 
the steamer “New Orleans.” Many 
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took advantage of the opportunity to 
dance on the lower deck to excellent 
music furnished by the Southern Pa- 
cific general office orchestra, com- 
posed of Wm. Starling, Norman Pas- 
sur, John Arnold, E. A. Thomas, Geo. 
Brown and Walter C. Fell. 

A Richmond Chamber of Commerce 
dinner was served on the “New Or- 
leaus” at 6 pm. and in the evening 
the ceremonies were repeated before a 
crowd that was still larger than that 
during the afternoon. 

The Southern Pacific was repre. 
sented at the festivities by Captain C. 
F, Heath, superintendent Steamer Di- 
vision; L. Richardson, assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent; J. Blech, as- 
sistant general freight agent, and 1. 
L, Kelly, district freight and passenger 
agent, 

On the following morning more than 
100 residents of Richmond, in decor- 
ated automobiles and led by a band. 
boarded the “New Orleans” on an 
early trip for a friendly invasion of 
San’ Francisco. Following a parade up 
Market strect, the visitors were the 
guests of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce at a luncheon. 

Speakers stressed the importance of 
the new Southern Pacific ferry service 
in cementing still more closely the 
relations of the communities about San 
Francisco Bay. 

In his address, C. L. McFaul, as- 
sistant passenger trafic manager of 
the Company, declared the new service 
was added evidence of the manner in 
which Southern Pacific aids in build- 
ing up the communities served by it, 
as well as the faith of the Company 
in the future growth of the West. 

Following the funcheon the Rich- 
mond yisitors paraded through Oak- 
land and Berkeley before returning 
home.

sy HOMAS M. SCHUMACHER, 
whose appointment as executive 
vice president of Southern Pacific 
Company, effective Janu i, was an- 
nounced in the Bulletin last month, 
will have his office in New York City. 
Mr, Schumacher was president of the 
El Paso & Southwestern Railway Com- 
pany, which lines have been acquired 
hy Southern Pacific through lease and 
stock ownership, 

Mr. Schumacher entered the railroad 
service in 1879, when he was in his 
“teens. He was born in Williamsport, 
Pa. His first job was that of telegraph 
operator on the Atlantic & Great 
Western Railroad, in which capacity he 
served for about a year. The follow- 


ing four years found him working as 
freight clerk, brakeman and fireman, 
and in 1885 he became chief clerk and 


contracting agent for the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis 
road in the company’s St. Louis office. 


In 1887 Mr. Schumacher accepted 
the chief clerkship of the Union Pacific 
general agent’s office in St. Louis, and 
in 1891 was made chief clerk of the 
general freight office of that road in 
Omaha, Neb. Three years later he 
was appointed general agent of the 
Union Pacific at San Francisco, and 
for four years represented the company 
at that point. 

During the next two years, he was 
vice president and general manager of 
the Continental Fruit Express, with 
headquarters in Chicago, but resumed 
his former position for a period of 
about six months, when he was select- 
ed as trafic manager of the Oregon 
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Short Line and held that position until 
September, 1905, 

For a short time he was general 
traffic manager of the United Fruit 
Company at New York, and later, in 
1906, was made general traffic manager 
of the El Paso & Southwestern Rail- 
road companies and industrial com- 
panies controlled by Phelps, Dodge & 
Company of New York. This change 
necessitated the removal of his head- 
quarters to Chicago, and there he re- 
mained until Dec. 1, 1909, when he 
resigned to accept the vice presidency 
of the Denver & Rio Grande and 
Western Pacific railroad companies 
with offices in San Francisco, 

On May 1, 1910, he resigned to ac- 
cept the position of as ant director 
of traffic of the Union and Southern 


Pacific systems, with headquarters in 
Chicago. On Dec. 1, 1910, he went to 
New York general traffic manager 


of the American Smelting & Refining 
Company and its allied companies. 

In October, 1912, he returned to the 
El Paso & Southwestern Railroad 
companies as director and vice presi 
dent in charge of all departments, with 
headquarters at New York City, A 
year later he became chairman of the 
board of directors and of the execu- 
tive committee of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway. He held 
this position until October, 1916. 

While administering the affairs of 
the Rock Island he also continued as 
director and vice president of the El 
Paso & Southwestern System lin. In 
March, 1917, he was elected president 
of the latter roads, which position he 
held up to the date of the merger of 
the El Paso & Southwestern System 
lines with the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, November 1, 1924, 

He is also a director of the Colorado 
& Southern Railway Company, the 
Magma Arizona Railroad Company, 
and director and vice president of Tuc- 
sou, Cornelia & Gila Bend Railroad 
Company, 


TRAINMEN’S JOURNAL SCORES 
HIGHWAY COMPETITION 


In an editorial discussing truck and 
bus competition with railroads, the 
“Railroad Trainman” of January, 1925, 
says: - 

“It is not understood wherein spe- 
cial privileges are given for highway 
use to the owners of trucks that are 
certain to tear up the roadways as 
fast as they are put down; special 
taxes should provide for special costs 
and the state and federal authorities 
should enforce the rules of the road to 
the end that whoever uses them for 
profit should pay his full share for 
their replacement. 

« “If the bus companies furnish as 
good, or better, transportation facilities 
than the electric or steam roads they 
will get the business, that will be nat- 
ural and nothing can stop it, but if this 
is to be brought about by what 
amounts to a subsidy to the bus com- 
panies, then it is not a change working 
for public economy but for the ad- 
vantage of private business to the ex- 
clusion of other competitive business 
that could live and do business on 
equal terms.”

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Southern Pacific Honors Retired Veterans 


Patrick Sheedy, David Hickey and John M. Fulton, Western Railroad 
Pioneers, Take Places Among Pensioned Employes After Long Services 


HE retirement on pension of Pat- 
| rick Sheedy, superintendent of 
motive power, Los Angeles; David 
Hickey, master mechanic, Salt Lake 
Division; and John M. Fulton, assist- 
ant general passenger agent, Reno, 
takes from active service three of 
Southern Pacific’s best known  vet- 
erans, men who were railroad pioneers 
and who have done great work in 
helping to build up a great transporta- 
tion system, 
Mr. Sheedy’s long service of 56 
years 5 months, all_of which has been 
with the Southern Pacific or its parent 
organization, the Central Pacific, is ex- 
ceptional, There is only one other re- 
tired veteran, John Barrett, with a 
longer record, exceeding Mr. Sheedy’s 
hy four mouth 

Starting in as a machinist at Rock- 
lin, Cal., on August 1, 1868, Mr. Sheedy 
worked up through the ranks in the 
Motive Power Department. In March, 
1870, he went to Sacramento as ma- 
chinist gang foreman. He was pro- 
moted to general foreman of the ma- 
chine shop at Carlin in October, 1885. 
In August, 1893, he was promated to 
nuister mechanic at San Franciseo, re- 
maining there one year before he was 
transferred to the same position at Los 
Angeles. He was promoted to super- 
intendent of motive power at Los An- 
geles in July, 1902. 

Mr. Hickey’s service of 49 years & 
months has heen about evenly divided 
between Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific. He went to work for the 
latter company as a machinist at Lara- 
mic, Wyo. in May, 1875. In May, 
1879, he transferred to the engine serv- 
ice as engineer. From December, 1885, 
to January, 1900, he was employed at 
Laramie and Evanston as roundhouse

foreman and division foreman. He 
came to Southern Pacific as division 
foreman at Ogden in January, 1900, 
remaining there until May, 1907. From 
May to September of that year he was 
with the Oregon Short Line at Sait 
Lake City as division foreman, return- 
ing to Southern Pacific as master 
mechanic at Sparks and later at Ogden. 

Mr. Fulton commenced his railroad 
career with the Southern Pacific as 


locomotive engineer on the Visalia Di- 
vision in January, 1876. He was Jater 
transferred to the Los Angeles Divi- 
sion where he remained until ‘March, 
1880, when he became roundhouse 
foreman at Mojave. Later he was 
transferred to the Western Division as 
engineer, remaining there until Decem- 
ber, 1884. From January, 1885, to De- 
cember, 1898, he was with the N. C. O. 
Railway, in Nevada, as superintendent, 
trafie manager, and purchasing agent. 
He returned to Southern Pacific as 
district freight and passenger agent at 
Reno in January, 1901, and continued 
in that capacity until March, 1906, 
when he was again out of the service. 
He was later employed in the general 
freight. office at San Francisco for a 
short time, when he was transferred to 
Reno as agent, where he was promoted 
to district freight and passenger agent 
and later to assistant general freight 
and passenger agent. 

Mr. Fulton acquired a wide acquaint- 
anceship in Nevada and was respected 
for the wholehearted efforts he made 
in promoting the interests of that 
State and his territory in California. 
In January of last year he was the 
guest of honor ac a banquet in Susan- 
ville attended by two hundred resi- 
dents, when tribute was paid to his 
public-spiritedness. “Few citizens of 
Nevada,” says the Reno “Journal,” 
“can point to a record of service equal 
to that of Mr. Fulton, and when he 
leaves the employ of the railroad he 
will carry with him the well wishes of 
every resident of the state. Mr, Ful- 
ton has served his company well and 
he has also served Nevada and the ad- 
jJacent territory. The state will miss 
his sound advice and counsel.” 

Mr. Hickey was the guest of honor 
at two gatherings of officers and em-

Donnatin was toast- 
master ata dinner tendered him at the 
Weber Club in Ogden, and on De- 
cember 27 the supervisors of me- 
chanics, members of the Shop Crafts 
Protective League, and mechanical de- 
partment clerks held a reception and 
entertainment for Mr. Hickey and J. J. 
Keller, who was transferred to Sparks 
as assistant master mechanic, 

An enjoyable evening was spent in 
community singing, informal talks, 
music and dancing. The singing was 
lead by Parley Leishman. Introductory 
remarks were made by Geo. M. Schatz, 
general foreman, and in an appropriate 
address Assistant Superintendent F, C. 
Smith outlined Mr. Hickey’s career 
and accomplishments. Earl Geiger ex- 
pressed the appreciation and good will 
the shop men of Salt Lake Division 
held for Mr. Hickey. 

Taylor, who had been head 
clerk to Mr. Hickey for ten years, pre- 
sented him with a beautiful diamond 
stick pin and Mrs. Hickey with a silver 
serving set, as gifts of appreciation 
from fellow employes of the veteran 
master mechanic. 

Mark W. Cram, apprentice instruc- 
tor, presented Mr, and Mrs. Keller 
with a watch and silver set respec- 
tively.

Mabel Rowse; and by the Ogden Sl 
quartette composed of J. H. Kouw, 
H. J. Neilson, R. Bowman and Thos.

Di- 
rectly before him and at another table 
sat Mrs. Sheedy with her daughter and 
five sons, all of whom were included 
in the felicitations expressed by the 
speakers during the evening. 

Following the dinner, Mr. Williams 
briefly stated the occasion of the ban- 
quet and then read many telegrams 
and letters of congratulation and greet- 
ting to Mr. Sheedy from Company offi- 
cers, officers of other railroads, organ- 
izations and friends, Extracts from 
some of the letters und tetegrams are 
included with this article. Mr. Wil- 
Hams then introduced the various 
speakers, ail of whom, but one, were 
officers of the Company and associated 
with Mr. Sheedy during some period 
of his long service. The exception was 
Mr. Joe Scott, Los Angeles attorney, 
and intimate iriend of the guest of the 
evening over a period of thirty years.

Mr. Sheedy Receives Gift 


At the conclusion of the addresses 
Mr. Williams expressed to Mr. Sheedy 
the thanks, congratulations and weli- 
wishes of the officers of the Company 
and in their behalf formally presented 
to him a huge silver service set which 
was uncovered directly before him as 
all stood up. Mr. Sheedy then arose 
to speak. He was typically brief but 
expressive, 

Moved by the expressions of regard 
and respect he had heard, it was sev- 
eral moments after he had arisen that 
he turned to Mr. Williams and said: 
“Before I lose my voice, I wish to ex- 
press my heartfelt thanks and appre- 
ciation to you all and those absent anes 
for all that has been said and read here 
this evening. But Mr. Toastmaster, I 
wish to say this too, that you are all 
making me feel that I am the chief 
mourner at my own wake—” and he 
had to wait until the laughter and ap- 
plause subsided. Mr. Sheedy then 
stated with much humor that he felt

that all of his friends had deserted him 
jor the evening and “that all of the 
talent was on the side of the plaintiff.” 
He cailed on W. R. Gilbert, long a 
personal friend and a co-worker in 
the company’s law department, to “de- 
fend” him. Mr. Gilbert. said that his 
“client” required no defense, as was 
proved by his record, his appearance 
and his character, and he again ex- 
pressed the wishes of the Company 
officers for the guest's happiness and 
longevity. The toastmaster then ad- 
journed the banquet, following which 
both Mr. and Mrs. Sheedy and their 
sous and daughter became the recip- 
ients of the personal greetings of all 
present. 


December 29 will be a red letter 
day for Mr. Sheedy. During the noon 
hour of that day while making a round 
of the shops accompanied by Mr, Mc- 
Cormick, R. Lipscumb, superin- 
tendent_of motive power at Ef Paso; 
E. Gilbert, master car repairer, and 
W. A. Rogers, superintendent of the 
L. A. shops, Mr. Sheedy with his 
party were invited into the office of 
1. O. Bateheldor, ostensibly on a mat- 
ter of routine business. When they 
arrived ‘they found the office crowded 
with all of the clerks of the motive 
power and car departments. Mr. 
Sheedy was escorted to the front of 
the office where Miss E. A. Scott, 
speaking for all of the employes, ex- 
pressed to him their regard for his 
fine character and their regret that he 
was retiring from active service. With 
appropriate words she then presented 
him with a Jounging robe and a briar 
pipe, gifts from all of the clerks in the 
two offices. The unexpectedness of 
the occasion and the greetings of the 
employes moved Mr. Sheedy. He re- 
sponded with a short talk, expressing 
his thanks and told of the pleasure and

On Saturday, December 27, during 
the noon hour, more than 1,000 of the 
shopmen gathered in the plant paint 
shop where Thos. J. McGonigte, speak- 
ing for the employes, expressed to Mr. 
Sheedy their good will and best wishes, 
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and for them presented an cight tube 
radio set. Rising on a bench, Mr. 
Sheedy thanked ail present for the 
manifestation of their good will and 
for the gift they gave him. He told 
them that during all of his career as 
an officer responsible for the work and 
loyalty of the men, he made it a point 
to give them all the cooperation he 
could possibly give and that he never 
asked of them or intimated to them 
that he expected more of them than 
s fair. The conclusion of his talk 
given a cheer and applause. He 
then met and shook hands individually 
with as many of the men as he could 
before they returned to their work. 

Foliowing are excerpts from some 
of the letters and telegrams written 
in honor of Mr. Sheedy:

Kate Potwin, Veteran 
‘Railroad Woman,’ 
Joins Pensioners 

ISS KATE POTWIN, South- 
M ern Pacific’s senior “railroad 


woman,” has retired from ac- 
tive service. On January 1 she took

her place among the pensioned vet- 
erans of the Company after 42 years, 
6 months service. This is the longest 
service among the sixteen women on 
the pension roll, exceeding the service 
of Mrs. Nellie Bailiff, formerly agent- 
operator on the Los Angeles Division, 
by ten years. 

Miss Potwin became interested in 
telegraphy when she was quite a young 
lady. A Southern Pacific agent at 
Concord, Cal., loaned her a student’s 
telegraph set and it was not long be- 
fore she had a good knowledge of the 
dot-and-dash language. Her applica- 
tion to become a student operator for 
Southern Pacific was granted and she 
took up her work at Martinez, In 
three weeks she came to the 16th 
Street Station at Oakland as a relief 
operator, This was in June, 1882. it 
is a coincident that her first work 
with the Company should have been 
at the point where she has just fin- 
ished her railroad career. 

From that date she worked tem- 
porarily as agent and clerk at various 
points on the Western Division, re- 
turning to Martinez as clerk in May, 
1883, where she remained until Octo- 
ber, 1887. At this time she was again 
transferred to temporary positions on 


Geo. W. Boschke, chief engineer; John 
E. Newman, claims agent; David 
Hickey, retired master mechanic, Salt 
Lake Division; A. L. Humphrey, presi- 
dent, Westinghouse Air Brake Co.; C. 
H. Redington, retired assistant trea- 
surer, 

T. J. McGonigle of the Los Angeles 
Shaps, composed a poem dedicated to 
the service of Mr. Sheedy which was 
read at the banquet, 
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the Western Division until October, 
1893, when she was appointed ticket 
agent at Oakland Pier. She held this 
position until October, 1918, when she 
was appointed agent at the Oakland 
16th Street Station where she remained 
until her retirement. 

During the early years of her service 
Miss Potwin had many opportunities 
to test the courage that served her 
so well through her unusual career. 
At one time she was stationed at 
Humboldt House, Nevada. a lonely spot 
where she worked as night operator. 
Indians and coyotes were the chief in- 
habitants of the region. The Indians 
used to come to the station and watch 
her through the windows, as white wo- 
men were something of a curiosity 
there, Miss Potwin now admits that 
the frequent inspections used to make 
her nervous. 

One of the difficult positions held 
by her during the first ten years of 
her work was that of day operator at 
Port Costa. This was a very busy 
point at that time just as it is today. 
Heavy grain shipments were being 
made then, Two men operators wlio 
had been at Port Costa before Miss 
Potwin took the position had failed in 
following out train orders, having al- 
lowed trains to pass that point when 
they should have been held. Miss Pot- 
win held down the job successfully. 
Her first act was to put out red 
flags (signal to stop} on both sides of 
the station. 

The flags had only been out a few 
minutes when the agent came in hur- 
riedly. 

“Did you know you’ve got the flags 
out?” he asked. “There's no stop or- 
ders are there?” 

“I know it,” Miss Potwin replied. 
“No trains are going to get by me. 
When one comes along and there’s 
no stop order, 1’ll just take down the 
flag and tell them to go on.” 

This of course was before the day 
of the automatic block signals. It 
was not long ago that one of the 
superintendents told her that she was 
the first one to follow the system of 
having the line blocked by a stop sig- 
nal, even if clear, until the time for 
the train to proceed at that point. 

One instance of Miss Potwin’s abil- 
ity to meet an unexpected situation 
was the time she acted as conductor 
for a day. The conductor scheduled 
to take a train out of Martinez was 
unable to carry on his duties, and 
no other man being available at the 
moment, Miss Potwin stepped into the 
breach and did a good job in acting 
as conductor for that run. 

Miss Potwin was in full charge of 
the Sixteenth Street Station and had 
about thirty-five men and women under 
her direction. Twenty-three eastbound 
and 25 westbound trains stop at this 
station each day, besides the many 
electric trains in the suburban service. 

The -years have dealt kindly with 
Miss Potwin. She has directed the 


work of her station with all the en- 
ergy of an ambitious youngster, and 
now after 42 years’ service few would 
guess that she had reached the age 
for retirement,

instituted in July, 1903, has retired to 
the ranks of pensioned veterans. His 
retirement became effective January 1 
after 21 years, 4 months service. 

Mr. Hess became secretary of the 
Board of Pensions in April, 1904, suc- 
ceeding Wm. F. Bull, now assistant 
secretary of Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, Nearly 2400 veterans have been 
Placed on the pension rofl and more 
than $5,000,000 have been paid by the 
Company in pension benefits since Mr. 
Hess took up the work as secretary. 
During the San Francisco fire in 1906 
hundreds of personal service records 
were destroyed, and later when many 
of these records were needed by em- 
ployes ready to retire from active 
service it was necessary to obtain af- 
fidavits and other proof of the length 
of their service. In all of this tedious 
work Mr. Hess showed marked ability.

T HE largest railway job to be 
completed in this country during 
the next two years was officially 

started at Picacho, Ariz., on January 5, 

when civic, state and industrial offi- 
cials of that state joined with officers 

of the company in celebrating the first 
removal of dirt on the new railroad to 
be built from Picacho to Chandler and 

B yampa to Dome at an estimated 

cost of irom $14,000,000 to $16,000,000. 
F. J. Elliott, president of the Phoe- 

nix Chamber, and Senator H. B. Wil- 
kinson, turned the first dirt to be 
moved in the new construction which 
will place Phoenix on the main 
line of the Southern Pacific, Judge 

Kirk T. Moore. president of the Tuc- 
son Chamber, presided as master of 
ceremonies for the day. Citizens from 
nearly all of the commercial organi- 
rations and larger municipalities of the 
state and the Southwest were in at- 
tendance. Following the ceremony in 
conjunction with the removal of the 
first yards of dirt, short addresses were 
given by various officials. 

Company officers who participated 
in the celebration were Chief Engineer 

W. Boschke, who tormally received 
from Senator Wilkinson the deeds’ to 
the right of way over which the new 
road will be constructed and promised 
the Arizonians that the Company 
would go forward with the work as 
fast as it was physically ssible ta do 
so. E,W. Clapp, istant freight 
traffic manager, who spoke in behalt 

ol the officers of the company, told of 
the carly efforts made by the citizens 
of Arizona to secure the present con- 
struction. He outlined the benefits 
which would accrue to the Southwest 
by the construction of the new lines. 

Judge Moore, presiding officer 
speaking for the Southwest, stated in 
his address that the day was one of 
the happiest and of the greatest ful- 


fillment and promise to the state of 
Arizona and the entire Southwest. Re- 
viewing the early history of transpor- 
tation in that state he said: 

“We all know that the soldier, the 
priest and-the pioneer cleared the way 
for the things that were to come after. 


Following them closely came the first 
organized agencies of transportation. 
namely the mail carrier who rode 
horseback, who soon, in turn, gave 
way to the stage driver. And each and 
all of the many who were to follow 
traversed the route which the main 
line of the Southern Pacific traverses 
today. The first stage company to be 
organized was formed under the name 
San Antonio & San Diego Stage com- 
pany, having its termini in the two 
cities named, lt began operating in 
July, 1857, at first having its mounted 
4 s only, among whom John 
Capron, James McCoy and Big Foot 
Wallace were best known on the 
Yuma-Tucson division, Within a year, 
however, it put its stages on the run, 

“This company soon gave way to 
the Butterfield Stage and Mail carry 
wig organization, which operated be- 
tween St. Louis and San Francisco, 
its stages running twice a week. Its 
scheduled time for the run was 25 
da: its record trip was made in 16 
day This Hine was abandoned when 
the Civil war began and was never 
reestablished.” 

Arrival of the first Southern Pacific 
train at Tucson was the occasion for 
a great celebration on March 28, 1880. 
Judge Moore read the following ex- 
cerpts from the Arizona Star of that 
date: 

“The railway comes booming across 
the desert a thousand miles from the 
Golden Gate to Asia, without a sub- 
sidy; without a land grant; without a 
mortgage on posterity, and is as wel- 
come to Arizona as the fertilizing 
stream that makes the desert bloom 
like the rose. The name of the builder 
of the Chinese Wali is lost in the 
n mystery, Eleven acres of solid 
masonry has not served to preserve the 
name of the builder of the pyramid of 
Gizah. They were of no benefit to 
the human race. But, the names of 
builders of roads are immortal. The 
Mongolian shepherd will show you the 
road which Genghis Khan made 
through the Nankou Pa The Swiss 
peasant will guide you over the road 
traversed by Hannibal across the Alps. 
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The veriest yoke] in England watching 
his kine graze from the ruins of Stone- 
henge, will answer your question ‘who 
built that road to the heights of old 
Sarum? Caesar!’ The typical New 
Englander, in crossing this continent 
by the Southern Pacific Railroad a 
thousand years hence to visit the 
ruins of London, will stop at the Casa 
Grande and ask a descendant of the 
Pima Indians who built the citadel of 
that name, and the gentle savage will 
reply in the softest dialect of his tribe, 
‘pimach’ -(I don’t know); but ask him 
‘Who built the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road?’ and the child of the centuries 
will answer, ‘Crocker.'” 

Other speakers who voiced their pleas- 
ure at the work having been under- 
taken, and who pointed out the benefits 
which Arizona and the Southwest will 
receive at its completion were: Henry 
G. Boice, president of the Arizona Cat- 
tle Growers Association and_ director 
of the Arizona Industrial Congress; 
A. C. Wrenn, Florence chamber of 
commerce; Sam G. Bailie, secretary, 
Chandler chamber of commerce; T. L. 
Hicks, Casa Grande chamber of com- 
merce; H, G. Reif, representing the 
Arizona Corporation Commission; S. 
E. Laird, Tempe chamber of com- 
merce; Dwight B. Heard, publisher 
The Arizona Republican; Bryan Akers, 
publisher The Arizona Gazette; Mayor 
Louis B. Whitney of Phoenix; J. C. 
Dobbins, chairman of the railroad com- 
mittee of the Phoenix Chamber; Brad- 
ford E. Smith, president of Pinal 
County Farm Bureau and Caton Mc- 
Tavish of the Tucson Citizen. 

Telegrams of congratulation from 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commierce, 
Associated Jobbers of Los Angeles 
and the California Development Asso- 
ciation were read by Judge Moore. 

Following the ceremony and the 
addresses, alf of the officials adjourned 
to a dinner provided on diners especial- 
ly hauled to the site of the new con- 
struction which adjoins the main line 
at Picacho. The entire program was 
made a matter of historical record by 
newspaper photographers and moving 
picture camera men, who cranked their 
tripod boxes during the entire occasion.

work that is done each day that 
counts. That seems almost too self- 
evident to mention, but it is something 
which must constantly be borne in 
mind if we are to achieve efficiency. 

For example, in office work: The 
man who simply clears away matters 
referred to him by passing along the 
files to some other department or in- 
dividual may have a nice clean desk 
at the end of each day. And, of course, 
keeping the desk cleaned up is same- 
thing not to be sneezed at. It is 
greatly to be desired, but it doesn’t 
mean much if it has been accomplished 
by merely passing the buck to some- 
body else. Closing a file is what 
counts, for that means that the need- 
ful job has been done. 


So, too, consider the stenographer 
who with mental blindness copies an 
obvious mistake or the clerk who 
dumbty carries out instructions given 
him or follows the usuat routine when 
he knows of some phase of the matter 
that makes such activity or method 
unnecessary. Neither is furthering the 
efficiency of the railroad. 

It is the same in every branch and 
every rank in the service. 

The most efficient man is he who 
makes his job count most, directly or 
indirectly, toward the effectiveness of 
the railroad organization as a whole in 
its work of providing good and eco- 
nomical transportation for our custom- 
ers, 
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“For every dollar invested in the 
railroads of this country in 1890 the 
roads carried ten tons of freight one 
mile. For every dollar invested in the 
railroads of this country in 1920 the 
roads carried twenty tons of freight 
one mile. 

“That means that in thirty years the 
efficiency of the roads has been 
doubled. It means also that the ex- 
pense of freight transportation’ has 
been greatly reduced. It means a 
large saving both to shippers and con- 
sumers. 

“In the face of such a showing it 
would seem the public would have a 
rather cordial feeling toward the roads 
and that this feeling would be reflected 
in the attitude of the government. The 
truth is, however, that instead of an 
attitude of cordiality there has been an 
attitude of hostility. Instead of en- 
couragement there has been restric- 
tion, Instead of adopting a policy that 
would invite the extension of old lines 
and the building of new ones, we have 
adopted a policy that has had exactly 
the contrary effect.”

“Certainly, the carriers cannot main- 
tain their present service and at the 
same time develop their facilities to 
meet the nation’s needs, if their earn- 
ings are to be so restricted that it will 
be impossible for them to maintain a 
credit which will attract_ investors. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has fixed 534 per cent as a fair return 
for the carriers in any one group to 
earn upon the value of their railroad 
properties. But in 1923, when they 
handled the largest traffic in their his- 
tory, the roads as a_ whole barely 
earned 5 per cent and individual rail- 
roads in many instances caraed far 
less. 

“No business can prosper, nor event- 
ually survive under these conditions. 
Tt_would seem time for the owners of 
railroad securities and shippers to 
whom service is vital, to tell their rep- 
resentatives in Congress where they 
stand on the subject of further re- 
strictive legislation.”

“Those misguided legislators. who 
deem it their duty to circumscribe in 
every possible way the ability of the 
railroads to earn a fair return on their 
property value are striking directly at 
the welfare of millions of Americans.

000,000,000 worth of those securities 
are owned by insurance companies, 
and more than $1,000,000,000 worth by 
savings banks.

Every person thrifty 
enough to own a railroad boud or 
share of stock, an insurance policy, or 
a dollar in a savings bank ought to 
decry the assaults that are constantly 
being directed against the prosperity 
of the railroads.”

Suggestions of Employes 
Important Factor In 
Safety Work 


re HE important part employes are 


taking in the work of preventing 

accidents is shown in an an- 
nouncement made by R. J. Clancy, 
assistant to general manager, 

Out of a total of 4025 suggestions 
made by employes at safety commit- 
tee mectings during last year for the 
correction or improvement of condi- 
tions or operating rules, 2915, or about 
three-fourths, of the suggestions were 
adopted. There are still pending for 
consideration 373 of the suggestians. 

Los Angeles General Shops and 
Stores lead in the number of sug- 
gestions offered. Out of 450 sugges- 
tions made 419 were approved, San 
Joaquin leads all divisions in the num-~- 
ber of safety suggestions made. Em- 
ployes on this division offered 415 
suggestions, of which 304 were ap- 
proved. 

During the year 183 safety commit- 
tee meetings were held, attended by 
7162 committeemen and visitars, 185 
papers on accident prevention were 
read and reports received to the ef- 
fect, that 61,009 employes were talked 
to individually by safety committee- 
men on safety matters. 

There is a safety committee on each 
Division, in each General Shop and at 
Sparks and San Luis Obispo terminals. 
These committees are composed of of- 
ficers and employes mecting monthly 
to correct unsafe conditions and prac- 
tices and discuss ways and means of 
maintaining the highest degree of 
safety among employes and in opera- 
tion of trains and steamers. These 
meetings are of the utmost importance, 
as they bring together for general dis- 
cussion ideas of officers and employes 
which are formulated in such shape as 
to minimize the hazard of accident.

We have all heard of the Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse and the Four Horsemen 
of the famous Notre Dame Footbali Team, 
but as far as our Southern Pacific employe 
family is concerned, it remains for us to 
introduce the “Three Horsemen” of the Gen- 
eral Office at San Francisco. 

These famous Three Horsemen are the file 
clerks of the General Office-Operating De- 
partment, and may truthfully be called the 
“Three Horsemen of the Files.” These boys, 
“Doug” Prince, head file clerk, and his two 
assistants, “Dick” Svihus, and “Bill Star- 
ling, are, taken together, without equal when 
matched’ up with any bureau of the System, 
Individually these iten are all capable of 
handling file bureaus, general office or divi- 
sional, understanding thoroughly the details 
of office organization.

They have pending 
in suspense a daily average of nearly one 
thousand files, “The master index to sta- 
tions on the system is kept up-to-date by 
these “Horsemen of the Files” as well as 
several other smafl jobs pertinent to the 
ymooth organization of the filing system.

ing operation of the files are immediately 
answered by them, ; 
Considering the fact that it takes more 


than a year of constant work to develop « 
clerk ‘to’ the stage of file clerk and approxi 
mately two years to a point where he may 
he termed an assistant head file clerk, it can 
be realized what_an efficient file organization 
this office has. The file room has often bor 
called “the heart of the office organization.” 
In this case we claim the youngest. most 
efficient, and yes, the best looking file bu- 
reau on the Pacific System, 

“Doug” Prince, captain of this efficient 
team, working under time “hooked-up” one 
hundred and forty-five letters in one hour 
and forty minutes; this is claimed as a Pa- 
cific System record and is open to challenge.

SAFETY IS CHIEF TOPIC AT 
ASHLAND MEETING

The regular instruction meeting of the 
Ashland Car Department, at which there was 
a good attendance, was called to order Dec. 
Ml, by Car Foreman G. E, Eib, A number 
of new bulletins, interpretations and arbi- 
tration decisions were read and discussed. 


Several safety suggestions were also dis- 
cussed, 
Ie was decided to hold classes Tuesday 


and Friday afternoons and evenings. While 
we covered every part of the Safety Ap- 
pliance, A. R. A., and Loading Rules last 
Spring, all present at this meeting were de- 
sirous of reviewing the same work, as we 
realize that many rules and regulations are 
not used often and are easily forgotten, 
unless reviewed, 

Mr. Eib read a communication from Su- 
perintendent- J. W. Fitzgerald showing the 
standing of the different divisions in the 
“No Accident” campaign, in which the 
Shasta Division is in ninth place, and asked 
our hearty cooperation. 

He then gave a lecture on “salety first” 
and the prevention of accidents, in which 
he emphasized the fact that the year was 
drawing to a close and the combined ef- 
forts of everyone in every department was 
necessary to obtain the desired results in 
order to bring our Division up, or even 
hold its place. 

The Car Department at Ashland has made 
a good showing, as we have had only two 
accidents reportable to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission since January ist, 1924, 
but as our work is not considered extremely 
hazardous we should keep our standing as 
high as possible so as to be able to raise 
the ratings of the more hazardous depart- 
ments. He urged that each employe con- 
sider himself a committee of one to not 
only watch for his own safety, but to call 
the attention of other employes to unsafe 
practices. 

He pointed out that the Company had 
provided safeguards for every appliance and 
that most of the accidents were due to 
carelessness on the part of the operator, “A 
carefil_man is the greatest safety device 
known.” The Company has supplied gog- 
gles. as a safeguard for all employes op- 
erating certain appliances. These goggles 
are supplied free of charge and the em- 
ploye should not hesitate to wear them. 

Under the heading “It is cheaper to pre- 
vent accidents than to pay for them” The 
National Committee says: 

“It is conservatively estimated that eye 
accidents constitute ten per cent of alf non- 
fatal industrial accidents.”

MANY AVOIDABLE ACCIDENTS ARE 
NOTED DURING MONTH 


Engineer, while attempting to relight fire 


in engine, was struck in face by flames 
which resulted from gases exploding, Had 
the rules heen complied with that gases 


must be cleared from firebox before lighting 
fire. injury would have heen avoided. 

Machinist helper, attempted to climb up 
in cab of engine as it was being moved 
from the roundhouse with result that he 
was caught between engine and door of 
house, bruising and cutting head. Accident 
would have been avoided had he not at- 
tempted to climb into engine while in mo- 
tion. 

Brakeman, after giving signal to come 
ahead, stepped in between moving cars to 
adjust knuckle before coupling and hand 
was caught between couplers and bones 
fractured. This accident was caused by a 
direct violation of the rules, 

Section laborer, stepped forward just as 
his partner was swinging a pick and was 
struck on thumb. There is no excuse for 
an accident of this nature if emploves will 
use ordinary care and cooperate while do- 
ing their work. 

Machinist apprentice, while working on 
lathe put his lingers under guard, getting 
one of them caught in gear. Guards are 
placed on machines to avoid just such ac- 
cidents and had common sense been used 


in this case accident would not have oc- 
curred, 

Brakeman. during switching operation 
jumped in ‘between moving cars to adjust 


coupler, and was caught as cars came to- 
gether. sustaining crushing injury to body. 
Transportation Rule 835 provides that em- 
ploves must not go between moving cars, 
or between engines and cars in motion.
